A RESOLUTION OF THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF

SAN DIEGO AUTHORIZING EXECUTION OF A
COOPERATIVE PROCUREMENT CONTRACT WITH SOUTH
COAST FIRE EQUIPMENT INCORPORATED FOR THE
PURCHASE OF PIERCE MANUFACTURING, INC. (A
SUBSIDIARY OF OSHKOSH CORPORATION)
FIREFIGHTING APPARATUS AND FIRE SERVICE
VEHICLES.

WHEREAS, the City of San Diego’s (City) fleet is one of the largest in the nation,
serving the eighth largest City in the United States with an inventory of over 4,500 pieces of fleet
equipment; and

WHEREAS, the Department of General Services, Fleet Operations Division (FOD)
oversees the City’s fleet by providing comprehensive ﬂet_e_t management services to City
departments, including repair, maintenance, acquisition, replacement, and disposal of all fleet
equipment. These assets are the lifeblood of department operations throughout the City; and

WHEREAS, replacing vehicles within their economic lifecycle is a fleet management
best practice, resulting in repair cost savings as well as increased vehicle reliability. As a vehicle
ages, routine preventative maintenance transitions to lengthy and in-depth repairs which are
often costly and take longer, making the vehicle unreliable and uneconomical to maintain; and

WHEREAS, the overall goal for any fleet vehicle is to have the vehicle available and
ready to perform when needed; and

WHEREAS, with this Contract, FOD forecasts the replacement of fifty-three vehicles
and the addition of three vehicles, which includes the City’s first electric fire engine; and

WHEREAS, the City has standardized its fleet of Pierce-branded firefighting apparatus to

achieve efficiencies in operation, training, and maintenance. These vehicles are extremely
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complex pieces of specialized equipment, and fleet technicians are proficient with the operation
and maintenance of the Pierce brand; and

WHEREAS, the City’s Cooperative Procurement Contract with South Coast Fire
Equipment, Inc. allows the City to purchase a wide variety of firefighting apparatus and fire
service vehicles, including electric options, to meet the City’s Climate Action Plan needs. The
City will be purchasing its first electric fire engine for the new Torrey Pines Fire Station. The
City will purchase additional electric fire engines as new and existing fire stations become
outfitted with electric vehicle charging capabilities; and

WHEREAS, on October 12, 2021, Sourcewell (formerly known as National Joint Powers
Alliance) issued Request for Proposal (RFP) No. 113021 soliciting bids for Firefighting
Apparatus and Fire Service Vehicles. As a result of the competitive process, Oshkosh
Corporation ranked first out of the 33 solicitations (Oshkosh Corporation was the highest ranked
bidder). Sourcewell awarded Contract No. 113021-0OKC to Oshkosh Corporation to provide
Firefighting Apparatus and Fire Service Vehicles through February 10, 2026, with an option to
extend for one additional year, making this Contract available to the City through February 10,
2027; and

WHEREAS, Pierce Manufacturing, Inc. is known and understood to be a subsidiary of
Oshkosh Corporation. Based on the information provided in Oshkosh Corporation’s Response to
Solicitation and the Pierce Manufacturing No. 113021-OKC Pricing Sheet, Oshkosh Corporation
represents that Pierce Manufacturing, Inc. is one of its subsidiaries. As a subsidiary of Oshkosh
Corporation, Pierce Manufacturing, Inc. {including Pierce Manufacturing’s authorized dealers) is
authorized to use the Sourcewell Contract No. 113021-OKC and its pricing to meet the needs of

the City; and
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WHEREAS, South Coast Fire Equipment, Inc. is the exclusive Pierce Manufacturing,
Inc. authorized dealer to provide innovative fire apparatus and fire service vehicles to fire
departments all over Southern California. As an authorized dealer of Pierce Manufacturing, Inc.,
South Coast Fire Equipment, Inc. offers a wide variety of firefighting apparatus that includes
Type 1 Engines, Aerial Ladder Trucks, Heavy Rescue, Brush Rigs, and Water Tenders; and

WHEREAS, the City’s Purchasing Agent has certified in writing that Sourcewell
Contract No. 113021-OKC for Firefighting Apparatus and Fire Service Vehicles meets the
requirements for use of cooperative procurement contracts set forth in San Diego Municipal
Code section 22.3208; and

WHEREAS, Sourcewell Contract No. 113021-OKC is in the City’s best interests; to the
City’s economic advantage; and was competitively awarded using a process that complies with
the policies, rules, and regulations developed by the City Manager; and

WHEREAS, the City expects that Council authorization of a future debt financing will be
required in order to fund the vehicle and equipment purchases under the Contract; and

WHEREAS, the Office of the City Attorney has drafted this resolution based on the
information provided by City staff with the understanding that this information is complete, true,
and accurate; NOW, THEREFORE,

BE IT RESOLVED, by the Council of the City of San Diego, as follows:

1. That the Mayor, or his designee, is authorized to execute, for and on behalf of the
City, a Cooperative Procurement Contract with South Coast Fire Equipment, Inc. for the
purchase of Pierce Manufacturing, Inc. Firefighting Apparatus and Fire Service Veﬁicles as-
needed, in an amount not-to-exceed $70,000,000, for a term extending through February 10,
2026, with an option to extend for one additional year, under the terms and conditions set forth in

the Contract, on file with the Office of the City Clerk as Document No. RR- 3 | 4 4 (13 .
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2. That the Chief Financial Officer is authorized to expend an amount not-to-exceed
$70,000,000 from the applicable Fleet Operations Vehicle Replacement Funds (Funds Numbers
720002 through 720037, and 720058 through 720059, and 720063), over the term of the
Contract which includes the option to extend for one additional year, to purchase Pierce
Manufacturing, Inc. Firefighting Apparatus and Fire Service Vehicles, contingent upon adoption
of the Annual Appropriation Ordinance for the applicable fiscal year, and contingent upon the
Chief Financial Officer furnishing one or more certificates certifying that funds necessary for
expenditure are, or will be, on deposit with the City Treasurer.
